(W.’PC) 'tmd specifically the NOP. He stated that the applica- 
tion would have to be passed on by I he board which met about 
once a week and there was a possiblllly that the NOP would 
teach black history in one of four sections of the city or 
possibly all four sections of the city. He stated that the 
board is Integrated and that It has some »h > te members from 
varli»*'8 *’till(-ges in ^roi'klng cn it.
